Young. D - Cerritos, would enable employers to pay 
iN individual under the age of 21 up to 20 percent

The bill. which is awaiting action in the Assembly 
Labor, Employment and Consumer Affairs Com- 
mittee. includes language that would prohibit an 
employer from lowering the wages of those em- 
ployed prior to passage of the bill Nor could the em- 
ployer release an older employee to save money by 
hiring someone under the age of 21 

The legistation will obviously benefit empioyers 
but proponents of the bill contend it will also benetit 
job hunters by increasing the number of entry level 
positions in many employment areas Those in the 
restaurant industry alone claim that 36 000 new job
